OVER 500 ARE MADE HOMELESS 
BY VIOLENT TEXAS HAILSTORM 


EAGLE PASS, Tex., April 5. — 
(UP)—Slashing winds, torrential 
rains and a violent hailstorm swept 
over the rich Quemado Valley Fri- 
day, leaving death, injuries and de- 
vasted country in their wake, 

An unidentified man was killed. 
Two other men and a woman were 
so critically hurt that physicians 
feared they would die. A hundred 
fifty other persons were injured. 

Six hundred were left homeless 
when the storm destroyed about a 
hundred houses. 


Property damage was estimated in 
the hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars, Full extent of the storm will 
not be known until flood waters re- 
cede. 


The storm was centered aroud 
Quemado, 12 miles north of here 
on the Mexican border. Almost the 
entire population of that town of 
500 persons were made homeless. 
Red Cross officials, aided by volun- 
teer workers, Friday night took up 
the task of caring for the homeless

ED ‘OUT OF TEXAS 


AUSTIN, Tex., April 5—(UP) — 
Natural gas now being wasted in 
Texas’ Panhandle at the rate of 
1,600 000,000 cubic feet a day may be 
cooking meals and heating the 
homes of 580,000 families in Bt, 
Louis and Detroit next year, 

A bill creating a public agency 
to accept $60,000,000 in federal aid 
to build a pipe line from Texas’ 
Panhandle to those two cities gain- 
ed widespread support among state 
legislators Friday night.
